Senator George 
is expected to help do the spade- 
work for Russell’s tour of Florida.

Southern states will be asked to 
join in a concerted effort to have 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion set aside its latest railroad 
freight rate hike. 

Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sioner Walter R. McDonald said 


Wednesday he will ask the South- 


eastern Association of Railroad 
and Utility Commissioners and all 
Southern governors to join in a 
“vigorous petition for rehearing.”’. 

The ICC Monday granted rail- 
roads increases of six per cent in 
the East and nine per cent in the 
South and West. 

The new order gives railroads a 
total of 15 per cent increase 
throughout the country since last 
August. 

McDonald, president of the 
Southeastern Association, said he 
is alarmed over the effect the lat- 
est increase may have on the “‘di- 
vision’ case. 

As a result of the South’s 15-year 
fight for freight rate equality, new 
uniform ‘‘class’”’ rates have . been 
filed by railroads to be effective 
May 30. 

But Northern and Eastern rail- 
roads have asked the ICC for a 
new formula for dividing revenue 
from freight- shipments handled by 
more than one road. 

“I’m afraid the latest ICC order 
is pre-judgment of the ‘division’ 
case,”’ McDonald said. He esti- 
mated the proposed division for- 
mula would cost Southern rail- 
roads $30,000,000 annually.

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We Had Better Take a Long Look 


As we predicted, the administration is pre. 
paring to go over the head of the captive 
steel industry to give a wage boost to Philip 
Murray’s CIO steelworkers. Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer is negotiating directly with 
the union, replacing the management and 
stockholders in the dispute. 

There is every indication that the recom- 
mendations of the Wage Stabilization Board 
will be put into effect, a move which the 
industry will fight vigorously. At the same 
time, the government is resisting industry’s 
bid for the price increases which the latter 
maintains it must have to meet the wage 
boosts. 

Sen. Wayne Morse (Rep., Ore.) is offer- 
ing a bill that would return the steel mills 
immediately to their owners on condition 
that they put into effect the wage recommen- 
dations of the government board, subject to 
such modifications as might be made in col- 
lective bargaining. The bill would permit 
suits against the United States by the mills 
for damage claimed under government op- 
eration. 

However, if the government-imposed set- 
tlement under seizure goes into effect it will 
be all but impossible to negotiate further on 
the wage issue. Once accomplished, the full 
recommended wage boosts aren't likely to be 
withdrawn. 


. . * 

Where, then, does that leave us? 

It is possible that the steel industry will 
refuse to accept management responsibilities 
of the mills, even if the administration offers 
to return the plants, unless granted the price 
increases requested.: In other words, if indus- 
try accepts the mills back it will insist either 
upon the price increases or a return to the 
former wage scales. In the latter event, 
we would be right where we started, faced 
with a stoppage of steel production. 

It looks as if the government may be in 
the steel business for a long time. 

The administration maintains that its seiz-

The March of Dimes 
Made Research Possible 


Parents who go through éach polio season 
fearful lest the crippling disease strike their 
children found hope in the news yesterday. 
Preventive medicine is making progress. 

Research workers from Johns Hopkins 
and Yale have presented evidence indicating 
that paralyzing poliomyelitis can be warded 
off by immunization treatments. 

The announcement from the two research 
centers has been foHowed by one from Le- 
derle Laboratories that human volunteers have 
been made immune to polio by dosages of 
live virus. 

As with the new antituberculosis drug, it 
is too early yet to say conclusively that the 
new immunization techniques definitely will 
protect children. 

Again as with the TB treatment, there is 
eause for optimism, but for optimism tem- 
pered with caution. 

There is cause, too, for gratification and 
pride. The research at Johns Hopkins and 
Yale has been made possible by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. The Foun- 
dation will make the summer tests to deter- 
mine if the new vaccine and immunization 
methods will work. 

In other words, the March of Dimes is 
paying big dividends. 

Here again a word of caution. 

The new techinques merely prevent. They 
do not cure. We must continue to raise funds, 
not only to go on with research, but to care 
for the many thousands already victims of 
polio and the others who will be before help 
ean reach them. 

We must have a successful March of Dimes 
next year and the next—until the great crip- 
pler goes down for the complete count.

Federal Juries 


Should Investigate 


There are reports a federal jury may 
probe charges that contractors and builders 
have obtained federal loans on sworn state- 
ments that they had put up the money for 
basic installations such as grading, sewers, 
pavement, and so on, when in reality such 
work was done by the county public works 
department. 

We hope the reports are true. Perhaps 
the counties themselves, once the primary is 
done, will dig thoroughly into the situation. 

But if the charges are true, prosecution is 
first of all a federal job, though it could be

If that is true, then he can take over any 
industry or any organization by executive 
decree. He can name wages, prices, inter- 
est and dividend rates. That borders upon, 
if it is not outright, totalitarianism.

In the long run, it is safe to say that the 
steelworkers will win their demands through 
government. Further, it is almost a certainty 
that the steel industry will win its demands 
over a period of months—if not in this ad- 
ministration, then in the next. The cycle 
will have been completed and the costs will 
have been passed on to the American people. 
We have seen the cycle completed only yes- 
terday in the case of the railroads’ request for 
rate increases. Others wil) follow. 

Where will it end? The American people 
had better take a long and searching look 
at what is happening. Inflation can destroy 
the American economy and our way of life 
and make government by executive decree 
the rule. We do not believe that any group 
of American people—industry, organized la- 
bor, or the millions of others who are not so 
powerful as these pressure groups—want dic- 
tatorship, be it Communist, Socialist or 
Fascist.

A Washington report says they have de- 
veloped a new synthetic lubricant from tur- 
pentine which will provide oils for aircraft 
gas turbine engine lubrication, instrument 
oils and greases and hydraulic lubricating 
fluids. | 

Without knowing the full extent of the 
possibilities, we venture to say that it will 
mean a new source of cash income from 
Georgia furests—already one of the state’s 
biggest sources of agricultural revenue. The 
Georgia pine already is the basis of a vast 
development of synthetic fiber and paper 
industries. . 

There was a time when naval stores was 
a major foundation of the economy of Geor- 
gia’s pine country. In recent years, how- 
ever, turpentine has run into increasing com- 
petition from other products. The new dis- 
covery could restore it to its former position 
as a leading cash producer for thousands of 
people and mean more wealth from Geor- 
gia forest resources.

Stevenson’s Doubts 
Outran His Ambition

Stevenson of Illinois from the presidential cam- % 
paign. From the very first night when President Truman mea 
him last January to consider running for the Democratic nomie- 
enation, his doubts ran ahead of his ambition. 


He did not feel ready for the 
responsibility. He did not share 
the regular politician’s sense of 
obligation to the party. Unlike 
most politicians he had no sense 
of his own capacity to do the 
job better than other men. He 
was almost elaborately unpar- 
tisan in his approach to the 
question. 

Where, he kept asking, was 
his obligation to leave his pres- 


ent job in order to run for the 
presidency? What was wrong, 
he asked, with Senator Kefau- 
ver’s record or the records of 
other men who were seeking the 
nomination? Finally, he told 
his friends here, he found it dif- 
ficult to convince himself it was 
important he should try to de- 
feat ‘General Eisenhower in a 
race for the White House, 


Stevenson has been accused 
privately during the past couple 
of months of conniving at the 
Democratic nomination, of wait- 
ing until he was safely renomi- 
nated for governor before giv- 
ing the word he would accept 
the nomination if he were se- 
lected by the party convention 
at Chicago in July. 

This, however, was nothing 
more than the usual assumption 
of a political community that 
never quite believes every poli- 
tician is not secretly trying to 
win the presidency. 


Stevenson found the thought 
of a national campaign dis- 
tasteful. He did not want to 
involve his three sons in it. 
His former wife was bitterly 
opposed to any action on his 
part that involved even the 
remotest possibility the Ste- 
venson children should get 
caught up in the goldfish. 
bowl life of the national cap-

Though he has been 
widely praised for the job he has 
done in Springfield, he was not 
himself satisfied with it. He 
felt he had learned a lot in 
his first term, He § felt 
some of the work of that 
term would not be. completed 
unless he ran again, and unless 
he developed a toughness of 
mind he felt he did not have in 
the early days of his governor- 
ship. 

If President Truman, who 
says he made up his mind not to 
seek re-election Over a year ago, 
had approached Stevenson 
earlier than last January, the 
Illinois governor’s decision 
might have been different. The 
President did not confide in 
him, however, and did not even 
talk politics to him until after 
his decisions in Illinois had been 
made this year. 

Finally, it would be surprising 
if Stevenson did not take into 
consideration the possibility he 
would be beaten in 1952, if 
hominated, whereas he might 
win in 1956. But this does not 
seem to have been a decisive 
factor. The Stevenson story is 
not the usual story of a poli- 
tician who overestimates his 
abilities and calculates his every 
move, Indeed, it is the cone 
trary, which is why it is an in- 
teresting and somewhat-unusual

Virus Inspires 


Movie Review 


Bitten by a virus bug, a col- 
umnist is forced to stay home 
until the intruder decides to 
call it a day. On the nights 
that TV is not offering a Ray 
Robinson-Graziano fight, the 
virus victim can While away 
the night hours by watching old 
movie films resurrected by the 
networks. 

Watching these films, you get 
the strongest impression that 
either TV is showing them as 
a subtle reminder of Holly- 
wood’s ineptness or that the 
movie industry is foisting them 
on TV to sabotage what gaily 
has been described as the 
‘bright medium.,’’ 

The picture I saw last night 
was called ‘‘Dangerous Pas- 
sage.” It should have won an 
Academy Award on at least 
one count, because it had 
more doors than a home build- 
ers’ convention. The script must 


have been written by a guy 
who makes door knobs, 


' The harassed heroine was my 
blonde friend, Phyllis Brooks. 
The hero was Robert Lowery. 
According to Terry Ramsaye’s 
Motion Picture Almanac, the 
picture was released December 
23, 1944, which should have 
established it in the Christmas 
package category. 

Phyllis, the harassed heroine, 
would .read a line, stand up, 
open a door, exit, shut the door 
and disappear through another 
door leading to another door of 
the freighter on which the 
drama was being played. Low- 
ery, the hero, would register a 
startled reaction as Phyllis left 
the room. He'd then stare mood- 
ily into the camera, arise, open 
a door, exit, shut the door and 
disappear through still another 
door. 

As if this were not sufficient 
bewilderment, one of the vil- 
lains, Jack LaRue, suddenly 
would emerge from a fourth 
door, peer evilly down the pas- 


sageway, step out into the pas- | 


sageway, shut the door and then 
rap on a fifth door, bringing 
into focus his villainous partner 
through another labyrinth of 
doors. 

Even my virus tenant was en- 
titled to a feeling of complete 
confusion as doors opened and 
shut, heads popped in and out, 
the heroine appeared and dis- 
appeared. The only one seem- 
ingly undisturbed was Lowery. 
The hero never lost his aplomb. 


The story itself had as many | 


partitions as the ship had door- 
ways. 

Phyllis, it developed, was a 
sea-going private eye, who had 
taken passage on this battered 
freighter to trap the villainous 
ring which deliberately wrecked 
such ships on reefs to collect 
the insurance. 

The plot certainly required 
imagination. because the 
freighter was so battered up 
that you can doubt it would 
have called for more than 
$37.98 on the open market. As 
if acknowledging this dramatic 
license, Lowery was also carry- 
ing with him a $200,000 letter of 
credit as an added incentive 
for the villains. 

Just why a man with $200,000 
took passage on this freighter 
instead of the Queen Elizabeth 
was never completely explained. 
Unexplained also was the rea- 
son for making this picture in 
the first place and why, in the 
second place, TV chose to re- 
play it. Or why, in the third 
place, your reporter elected to 
sit through it. The reason is 
substantial: he wanted to teach 
the virus a lesson.
